An  Arizona  State  University  faculty  group  says 
Frank  Kush  was  treated  unfairly  in  the  way  ne  was 
ousted  as  head  football  coach. 

The  ASU  Faculty  Association,  in  a  statement 
Monday,  also  charged  that  Kush  was  denied  due 
process  by  not  being  allowed  to  face  his  accusers  or 
provide  a  defense  before  he  was  relieved  by  Athletic 
Director  Fred  Miller  on  Oct.  13. 


“All  members  of  the  university  community  are  ac¬ 
countable  for  their  actions,”  the  group  said.  “But 
there  are,  or  ought  to  be,  appropriate  methods  for 
judging  whether  an  individual’s  actions  are  so 
seriously  in  conflict  with  the  standards  of  the  univer¬ 
sity  that  dismissal  from  one’s  post  is  in  order.” 

The  association  also  proposed  that  eight  full-time 
faculty  members  comprise  a  majority  of  the  univer¬ 
sity’s  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Board,  instead  of  the 
present  five.  The  association  also  asked  for  a  full 
report  from  the  present  15-member  board  on  the 
Kush  matter,  “including  all  aspects  of  the  board’s  in¬ 
volvement  in  the  decision  ...” 
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Following  a  two-week  absence,  the  BYU  Jayvee 
football  squad  will  close  it  season  this  Friday  against 
Snow  College  in  Ephraim. 

The  Kittens,  with  a  3-1  record,  will  again  be  led  by 
freshman  quarterback  Eric  Krzmarzick,  an  apparent 
clone  of  the  tradition  of  BYU  quarterbacks.  The  6-5 
native  of  Fallbrook,  Calif.,  has  completed  64  of  105 
passes  for  890  yards  in  four  games. 

Krzmarzick’s  passing  percentage  is  .630  for  four 
touchdowns  and  two  interceptions. 

Snow,  with  a  3-2-2  overall  record,  leads  the  inter¬ 
mountain  Collegiate  Athletic  Conference  in  passing, 
averaging  168  yards  per  game.  The  Badgers  are  led  by 
quarterback  Steve  Dalton,  who  has  completed  40  of 
87  passes  for  706  yards  in  seven  games. 

Last  weekend,  the  Badgers  defeated  the  College  of 
Eastern  Utah,  25-0,  while  the  Kittens’  most  recent 
win  is  an  Oct.  12  defeat  over  the  Air  Force  Academy, 
48-6. 

The  rest  for  the  Kittens  provided  mending  time  for 
injuries  to  heal.  In  BYU’s  29-6  to  Mesa  Community 
College,  the  Kittens  sustained  a  number  of  injuries. 


Mesa  Community  College  is  a  common  denominator 
for  Snow  and  BYU,  with  Snow  surprising  MCC,  7-6, 
earlierin  the  year.  The  Badgers  and  the  Kittens  also 
have  come  away  unscathed  from  contests  with  Ricks 
College. 

Last  year,  the  Kittens  beat  Snow  in  Provo,  26-14. 

Freshman  Scott  Collie 1  (San  Jose,  Calif.)  is 
Krzmarzick’s  leading  target  in  the  receivers’  corps, 
having  caught  19  of  Krzmarzick’s  64  completions. 

The  leading  scorers  for  the  Kittens  are  running 
back  Jimmy  Jones  (Blanding,  Utah)  and  kicker  Kurt 
Gunther  (Provo),  both  tied  with  an  average  of  6.0 
points  per  game. 

The  leading  scorers  for  the  Badgers  are  Ricky 
Cross,  Snow’s  leading  rusher,  and  Jon  Hansen,  both 
of  whom  are  averaging  6.0  points  per  game.  Cross 
leads  the  ICAC  in  rushing  with  a  6.1  average  and  is 
the  conference’s  leading  scorer,  too. 

The  defensive  leader  for  Snow  is  somewhat 
familiar  to  BYU,  in  that  Marty  Mendenhall  is  the 
younger  brother  of  Mat,  who  will  be  starting  for  the 
Cougar  varsity  this  weekend  against  the  University  of 
New  Mexico. 


IOC  hears  flag  debate

NAGOYA,  Japan  (AP)  —  The  International  Olym¬ 
pic  Committee’s  executive  board  was  expected  to 
consider  the  troublesome  problem  of  participation  by 
mainland  China  and  Taiwan  in  the  1980  Olympics  at 
its  special  meeting  Wednesday. 

On  Tuesday,  the  IOC  heard  a  proposal  by  Henry 
Hsu,  Taiwan’s  IOC  representative,  that  all  nations 
carry  their  Olympic  flags  rather  national  flags  at  the 
Games’  opening  ceremonies. 

No  decision  was  made  on  the  proposal,  which 
would  require  altering  Rule  64  of  the  Olympic  char¬ 
ter.  Rule  64  stipulates  that  each  team  must  carry  its 
national  flag  in  the  opening  parade.  That  rule  was 
referred  to  the  IOC’s  judical  commission  for  study. 

The  IOC  has  asked  Taiwan  to  use  a  special  Olym¬ 
pic  flag  at  opening  ceremonies.  The  Chinese  Olympic 
committee  in  Peking,  which  recently  was  recognized 
by  the  IOC,  insists  that  Taiwan  not  be  allowed  to 
carry  the  Republic  of  China  flag,  nor  be  allowed  to 
compete  in  the  Olympics  representing  China. 

“How  can  the  IOC  tell  us  to  change  our  flag  when 
the  rules  say  clearly  we  must  carry  our  nations 
flag?”  Hsu  asked.  “The  people  from  Peking  have  n< 
right  to  demand  that.  The  flag  we  use  is  our  business. 
“Perhaps  the  IOC  might  change  the  rules  so  tha 


every  competing  team  in  the  Olympic  Games  would 
carry  its  own  Olympic  flag  rather  than  the  flag  of  its 
country.  That  would  be  acceptable.  But  it  is  com¬ 
pletely  unfair  to  ask  just  one  country  to  do  it.” 

Monique  Berlioux,  director  of  the  IOC,  told  a  press 
briefing  the  executive  board  has  proposed  rules 
changes,  but  not  to  Rule  64. 

“That  is  among  a  number  of  rules  being  referred  to 
the  judical  committee,”  Berlioux  said.
